There is much speculation in town and 
country, astethe real meaning of Mr. 
Daly's at the banquet the other night, as 
a this burning question, his oppon- 
ents declariny they can “‘read something 
between the lines.”

Neither can we agree with the remarks 
of Mr. W. A. Macdonald, to the effect 
that the quvystion is a dead one, so far as 
the Provincial Legislature is concerned,
